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The Cleveland Museum of Art Announces the Second 
CMA @ MOCA Mezzanine Gallery Exhibition 


Transitions: Linda Butler and Philip Brutz Photographs Sheds Light on the 
Relocation of CMA’s Permanent Collection in Summer 2005 


CLEVELAND (May 23, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) today announced the opening of the 
second CMA @ MOCA mezzanine exhibition, Transitions: Linda Butler and Philip Brutz Photographs, 

on view June 9, 2006, through August 20, 2006, in the Mezzanine Gallery of the Museum of Contemporary Art 
Cleveland (MOCA). This exhibition complements the concurrent CMA@ MOCA main gallery exhibition The 
Persistence of Geometry: Form, Content, and Culture in the Collection of the Cleveland Museum of 
Art. 

General admission to MOCA is $4; $3 for students and seniors with valid ID; children under 12 enter free. 
Free to all on Fridays. Admission is free to CMA and MOCA members. 

Transitions: Linda Butler and Philip Brutz Photographs will feature 38 photographs and stereoscopic 
transparencies from CMA’s permanent collection chronicling the closing of the CMA permanent collection 
galleries and the collection relocation process prior to the start of the $258 million renovation and expansion 
project in October 2005. 

“Butler and Brutz recorded the relocation of nearly two-thirds of the Cleveland Museum of Art’s 
permanent and education collections after the trustees’ [March 2005] vote to proceed with the Museum’s 
renovation and expansion project,” said Tom Hinson, CMA curator of photography. “This exhibition will provide 
the public with rare behind-the-scenes glimpses of the enormous task of removing more than 40,000 objects from 
the galleries and existing art storage areas and relocating them to temporary storage locations.” 

Linda Butler, a fine arts photographer based in Cleveland, acquired the Museum’s permission and began 
photographing the relocation process in March 2005. She highlighted several favored CMA masterworks as they 
were transferred from their galleries into storage for safekeeping, including the Japanese Guardian Figures from 


the Kamakura period that framed the entrance to the Asian art galleries and the Front Face of a Stela (free-standing

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stone with relief) from Guatemala, a large centerpiece in the Art of the Americas galleries. A renowned black and 
white photographer, Linda Butler’s color prints will be exhibited for the first time in Transitions. Twenty-six color 
photographs, ranging in size from 11x14 to 20x24 inches, will be on view. Highlights include: Detail of a Medieval 
Griffin (2005); Japanese Guardians and Asian Sculpture in Storage (2005); Detail of French Marble Sculpture 
(2005). 

Throughout the relocation, Philip Brutz, who is employed as an art handler/mount maker for CMA, 
photographed the permanent collection galleries prior to his work shifts at the Museum. Using the stereoscopic 
method of photography, he focused on the vacated galleries and how the temporary art storage areas were occupied 
with works of art. Twelve of Philip Brutz’s color stereoscopic images are included in the exhibition. Stereoscopy is 
an antique technique in which two slightly different photographs are placed side by side. Seen simultaneously 
through a special viewer, the two images merge and appear three-dimensional. Highlights include: Deinstallation 
of Renaissance Fireplace (2005); Plaster Model of the 1916 Building Made in 1912 (2005). 

This exhibition was organized by the Cleveland Museum of Art in collaboration with MOCA Cleveland. 
The Cleveland Museum of Art and the Museum of Contemporary Art Cleveland receive support from the Ohio
